“It is possible to obtain deadly pol- 
sons and what is commonly known as 
‘dope’ in at least one-third of the drug 
stores in this city, with no questions 
asked. So great is the demand that 
most of the drug stores have ‘dope’ 
all put up in 10, 15 and 25 cent pack- 
ages, ready to de handed out like so 
much candy to any one who may call 
fo: it. This condition is a menace to 
health and life. Drastic action is now 
being taken by members of the State 
Board of Pharmacy, and this evil is 
to be stamped out, or at least greatly 
checked.” — 

This vigorous statement was made 
yesterday to a Times reporter by Pres- 
ident Edward T. Off, of the State 
board. Evidence has been secured tu 
the stores of sixteen drug companies 


dy Charlies B. Whilden, secretary of 


the State board, who, accompanied by 
a deputy and a notary public, has 
been for the last week making a care- 
ful investigation of t pharmacy con- 
ditions here. ‘Some of the more prom- 


ment drug companies of the city are 


on the guilty list. The easy way af 
the hollow-eyed ‘dope’ fiend is to be 
blocked. If success attends this cru- 
sade, it is hoped by the board that 
fiends will be forced to go to other 
States for relief. 

3 stores are being conducted in 
Les Angeles where neither the pro- 
prietors nor any of the employés are 
registered pharmacists, yet drugs and 
‘dope’ are: being freely dispensed,” 
says President Off. 

LAW NEEDS ENFORCING. 

Tt belleve that the pharmacy law 
of California is one of the best in the 
United States, it having been compiled 
from the best sections of the laws of 
aifferent States, and by competent 

sts and professors of phar- 
macy 'n California. If this law is car- 
ried out to the letter, it places no hard- 
ship on the pharmacists, in fact it is 
advantageous to their interests and a 
protection to the public at large. 

„t is possible for competent clerks 
<=" + eome here from the East to be- 
come qualified temporarily by appear- 
re before a member of the board and 
taking an oral examination. 

ne law exacts that only duly qual- 
ified and registered pharmacists are 
perenitted to dispense or sell drugs. 
chemicals, poisons or medicines, unless 
w ow the ‘immediate, direct and per- 
sonal supervision of a registered phar- 
macist.’ 


“Ninety-nine sper cent. of the viola- 
tions are called to our attention, and 
an endeavor has be made to correct 
without prosecution. In most in- 
stances these corrections have either 
not been taken seriously or have been

“The secretary and deputies of the 
board have been inetructed to cor- 
rect any and all violations and to keep 


| Internally in this State during the 
year 1906, were by carbolic acid, usu- 
ally the easiest poison obtainaffle in 
drug stores. This is unfortunate as it 
causes one of the most horrible of 
deaths. Those who are unsuccessful 
usually suffer for life from its effects. 

“The recent law enacted prohibiting 
(excepting-on physicians’ prescriptions) 
the sale of morphine, cocaine, opium, 
codene, heroin, laudanum, etc. cover- 
ing a class of poisons whose habitual 
use destroys gradually the mind, nerves 
and body, is one of the best passed by 
the last Legislature. It is the inten- 
tion of this board to insist that the law 
be carried out to the letter.“ 

EVIDENCE SECURED. 

Charles B. Whilden, secretary of the 
State board, who is in the city in- 
Vestigating conditions, discussed a few 
cases yesterday. He said: 

“I went into the store of Trevino & 
Bozza in the Mexican quarter last 
Tuesday and found a young boy, A. N. 
Me Hatton, who evidently knew nothing 
about the business, in charge. He sold 
me enough carbolic acid to kill ten 
men, without asking any questions as 
to the purpose for which it was to be 
used or warning me as to its dangerous 
character. Neither OicHatton nor the 
two proprietors, Trevino and Bozza, are 
registered pharmacists. They have ab- 
solutely no authority under the law to 
be operating a drug store. I called 
again at this place on Thursday and 
purchased laudanum from the same 
boy, the drug being dispensed without 
a poison label, no questions being 
asked-—-a ce for immediate death 
for a dime. Arrests have been made in 
this case. This is but one of many 
equally flagrant. The doors of such 
stores should be closed. 

HOW ‘TIS DONE. 

I called on so-called Dr.“ Frank T. 
Chamberlain, who conducts a dispen- 
sary at No. 115 West Fifth street, in 
the heart of the city, and, although I 
have not known what it is to require a 
dose of medicine for years, this smooth 
dope dealer ‘soaked’ me for $2.50 worth 
of nostrums. He took my hand, en- 
amined the back of it and looked wise. 
‘You have a very weak heart,” fie sald. 
I responded that I was not aware of the 
fact. ‘If you run upstairs or take any 
unusual exercise, don’t you notice a 
shortness of breath and rapid fluttering 
of the heart?” he asked. I told him 


counter, Ind of about 15 
years of age, that I wanted a vial of 
laudanum. He dispenged this. There 
was no registered pharmacist in the 
store at the time. Again on Friday 
I called with the deputy. We were 
sold laudanum and carbolic acid and 
an unregistered clerk filled a poison- 
ous prescription for me and upon re- 
quest gave me a so-called copy of 
the same. The copy was not a du- 
plicate of the original, one of the in- 
gredients being directly opposite in et- 
fect to the drug that had deen pre- 
scribed. It is a violation of the law 
to give a copy of a presctiption except 
by instruction of the physician writ- 

g the same. There wag no registered 
pharmacist in the store at the time 
of these flagrant violations. Two, ar- 
rests will be made here. 

“Afother case is that of the Tunnel 
Pharmacy, Third and Figueroa streets, 
D. W. Gilkey, proprietor, who has no 
authority under the law to operate a 
drug store. I purchased deadly pol- 
son in this store without any questions 
being asked. He had no authority fo 
sell it to me, even had he questioned 
me fully. Hundreds of stich cases oc- 
cur monthly in this city. Friday even- 
ing this same man filled a poisonous 
prescription. This man Has“ made 
three effofts during the last year to 
pass the examination of the State 
Board of Pharmacy, and has falled 
each time. spite of this proven in- 
competency is still conducting a 
drug store. This is a fair sample of 
many such cases which we have under 
investigation in this city. 

THE GUILTY ONES. , 

“Out of thirty-three stores’ visited, 
I was able to procure ‘dope’ in sixteen 
of them, it being sold in each case un- 
lawfully. This is a ratio of nearly 50 
per cent. The stores accused of crim- 
inal negligence and violation of the 
law are the following: Charles Sco- 
basso.

It 
had traveled over 117 miles of mountain 
and valley. 

Such an achievement deserved tri- 
umphal marches played by every band 
in Southern California, deserved dele- 
gations from all the manufacturing in- 
terests of the city 

But although this power received 
no public recognition, the heads of de- 
partments of the Edison Company 
knew that recognition would come 
later, when manufactvrers realize what 
the consummation of the great project 
of the company really signifier. 

After the tremendous electrical 

wer had been turned on for a few 

urs, the current was shut off, but 
was again turned on at 5 o'clock in the 
afternoon. Far up in the power plant 
No. 1 of the Edison Company in Kern 
River Cafion, H. H. Sinclair, vice- 
president of the company, was closely 
watching the big dynamo engines as 
they throbbed and pulsed under thé 
force of the harnessed waters of ths 
river. All went smoothly. Perhaps 
the adjustment of a valve, tho turning 
of a tiny screw, the oiling of some 
delicate mechanism occupied little 
time, but there were no defec The 
complicated electrical machine was 
perfect. 

The waters of Kern River will now 
take up the burden so long carried by 
the steam plant, which will be kept in 
reserve in case of any emergency. 
Through nearly nine miles of conduit 
the steam awifily flows to the power 
plant, the largest electrical plant west 
of Niagera. 

Four years have been consumed in 
development and construction. Power 
plant No. 1 wil! be followed within 
three years by a second mammoth 
plant, and still later by another. The 
first slant will suffice for a time but 
the officials of the company are look- 
ing far ahead to the time when Los 
Angeles will require all the power that 
can be furnished. 

While many will not appreciate all 
the technical difficulties surmounted ir. 
connection with the gigantic task now 
brought to fulfillment by the Edison 
Company, every one can understand 
sometiing of the manufacturing poss'- 
bilities of the increased power supply.
